Revaluation of the U S. foreign aid pro­ 
gram continues in Washington, particular­ 
ly in relation to the aid given such com­ 
munist nations as Poland and Yugoslavia.

Ghanian newspapers follow the Soviet 
line, Nkrumah has the power of death 
against any persons engaging in “activit­ 
ies” against the state, a youth movement 
and collective farms are getting under 
way and the Marxists are steadily taking 
over. Popular acclaim for Queen Elizabeth 
during her recent visit may have slowed 
up the dictator’s intent to withdraw from 
the British Commonwealth. 
Nkrumah’s ambition is to weld Africa 
into one empire with himself as the head. 
With Moscow calling the tunes, of course. 
Why should Washington help to finance 
his ambitious scheme?

This 
doctrine advocated the avoidance 
of intervention in the interest of 
safeguarding American integrity. 
In a word, this policy of non­ 
intervention and resistance to in­ 
tervention bv others on the Am er­ 
ican continents was fundamental 
American doctrine until Woodrow 
Wilson brought this country into 
World War I. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt chose to follow Woodrow Wil­ 
son rather than George Washing­ 
ton and intervened

European affairs but assumed the 
, role of world leadership for which 
this country was not ready. His­ 
toric evidence established beyond 
doubt that the policy of non-inter­ 
vention was sound and beneficial 
to the United States. We built a 
great country when we avoided in­ 
terference in the affairs of others.

intervened and spent 
three centuries losing their colon 
ies An excellent example of avoid­ 
ance of European intervention was 
the resistance to the establishment 
of Maximilian’s kingdom in Mexi­ 
co.

(See Tim ­ 
othy 3:16). 
In this sam e verse is the no­ 
tation that all scripture is "in- 


j this word (3:10-13), 
In his other letter to Tim» 
othy , Paul preaches the im­ 
portance of the Bible as s de­ 
fense against those who would 
lead men away from the faith.

His ex hortation to read th« 
Bible m eant not only to read it 
in private, but to read it in pub­ 
lic, as W'as the custom in those 
day s and is still in some sects 
today . Christ Himself used this 
practice of public reading of 
the Bible by lay men to proclaim 
Himself, as we see in Luke 4: 
16-21. 
In that passage Christ begins 
His m inistry in N azareth, the 
town where he was brought up, 
by going to the 
sy nagogue. 
There he is offered the scrip­ 
tures, as any good Jew would 
be, to read aloud the day 's les­ 
son.

I F THE great struggle in the 
W'orld today is between Com­ 
munism and Christianity, be­ 
tween belief in state and belief 
in God, it is clear that the most 
im portant study wre Christians 
have is that of God’s word, the 
Bible. 
There are many great books 
—-m any great Christian books— 
which outline philosophies for 
good living or point out the 
tragedies of sin. No other book, 
however, can “bring us under 
conviction of sin,” as Wilbur 
Smith observes (in “Peloubet’s 
Select N otes.” p. 410). N or can 
any other perform as well three 
other functions: 
teaching 
(of 
doctrine), correcting us in our 
evil w ays and pointing out the 
w ay to right living. (See Tim ­ 
othy 3:16). 
In this sam e verse is the no­ 
tation that all scripture is “in- 


this word (3:10-13). 
In his other letter to Tim* 
othy, Paul preaches the 
im­ 
portance of the Bible as a de­ 
fense against those who would 
lead men aw ay from the faith. 
His exhortation to read the 
Bible m eant not only to read it 
in private, but to read it in pub­ 
lic, as w as the custom in those 
days and is still in some sects 
today. Christ H im self used this 
practice of public reading of 
the Bible by laymen to proclaim 
Himself, as we see in Luke 4: 
16-21. 
In that passage Christ begins 
His m inistry in Nazareth, the 
town where he w as brought up, 
by going 
to 
the 
synagogue. 
There he is offered the scrip­ 
tures, as any good Jew would 
be, to read aloud the day’s les­ 
son. 
In this reading He fulfills the 
prophecy of Isaiah, and the con-

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—P ra c ­ 
tical means exist to prevent water 
pollution by the brine brought up 
from oil wells, the Ohio Water 
Pollution Control Board has deter­ 
mined. 
The ruling cam e Thursday after 
a technical hearing centered on 
the problem of potential salt pol­ 
lution of stream s and other water 
sources because of oil drilling in 
Hocking County. The brine is a 
by-product of the drilling. 
The board heard testimony that 
the problem is nearly resolved in 
Hie Southeastern Ohio area and 
that most drillers are effectively 
disposing of the wastes 
The effect of the ruling is to 
give the hoard a weapon by which 
to require continued effective dis­ 
posal in the Hocking fields and 
elsewhere in the state 
There was no opposition testi­ 
mony. 
J. W. Strakor of Zanesville, vice 
president of the Oxford Oil Co., 
one of the larger drilling firms in 
the area, said his company had 
tried several methods of disposal 
and found two that are effective. 
Tile easiest is to put the waste 
In large pits or lagoons but this 
leaves the possibility that heavy 
rains could cause the lagoons to 
overflow, he said.
